Brethren,— Your recent Appeal has not only 
surprised and grieved me, lmt imposed on me a 
task, from which 1 would gladly have been ex¬ 
empt. Opposition from avowed opponents is to 
he expected ; and to contend with and meet ii is 
comparatively easy and pleasant. But it is far 
otherwise when one’s familiar friend lifts up his 
heel against him. In such case, tbe task of resist¬ 
ance is difficult, trying and unwelcome,and one’s 
heart instinctively shrinks from it, or is ready to 
die within him as he undertakes it. Difficult, 
trying and unwelcome as it may be, however, 
there are eases in which it mast be dune, and in 
which silence would be treachery and guilt. 
Such, in my judgment, is the - present case; and

It is true your appeal is addressed to no one 
and ter no number of individuals particularly ; nog 
does it jfeofess to speak of the doings of any one 
or any particular number of such individuals. It 
is merely a protest against the “ movements of 
some leading abolitionists,” leaving it for every 
one to guess who and how many, whether two 
or twenty, are included in the censure. This to 
be sure, far men who “ have 710 sympathy with 
those who make an indiscriminate use of” severe 
“ epithets,” is rather nn indefinite and indiscrimi¬ 
nate censure; and os I am not conscious of guilt 
ill the particular matters charged, nor of being 
particularly worthy of the character of a leader 
among abolitionists, I may be going on a fool’s 
errand, in volunteering a defence. If so, I can 
only say that the indefiniteness of the censure 
must be my apology, mid that the fact that I now 
occupy the position of general agent of the Mass. 
A. S. Society, seems to render it my appropriate 
fluty to undertake the defence. Meanwhile, I 
beg you, in any subsequent communications you 
qnay have occasion to make to tiie public, to 
specify persons and things. If you mean me, say 
so. If you mean Mr. Garrison, say so. If you 
mean some body else, say so, and give us the 
name. Do not'crowd innocent and guilty to¬ 
gether under the brnifd and indefinite phraseology 
of “some leading abolitionists.” Such generali¬ 
ties, interpreted as they are by our opponents to 
mean any mid every one,'as best suits their con¬ 
venience, “do injustice to individuals and are 
great hindrances to our wtrk,'' and I beg you no 


tioft of your Appeal, let me say, that I exceed¬ 
ingly regret,- that our opponents have found in 
you champions for the preferment of charges and 
the defence of positions, which should have been 
preferred and defended by themselves, and which 
seem to me unfounded and unsound. “Divide 
atid'cququer” is an old and a successful policy, I 
know, but surely abolitionists have, or ought to 
have enough to do,, to fight their own battles, 
without, volunteering to fight the battles of their 
enemies, and giving them occasion to exult in 
their defence. If however, in the particular mat¬ 
ters in question, you and our enemies are agreed, 
much as I am grieved tit .the fact, and at the posi¬ 
tion in which it places you, arid positive as I am 
of your error in the case, yet he assured I sin- 
cerelfy-rejoice'that you have spoken out. I could 
have wished indeed, that in the frankness and 
honesty of Christitui brethren, you had at least 
conferred with “some leading abolitionists” on 
the particular matters in question, which, with a 
single exception and in reference to a single point, 
you have not done; and that before sending forth 
your public protest in the case; you should have 
tried what virtue there is iti private conference 
and. brotherly remonstrance. As it is, however, 
it is some comfort to know, even in an unpleas¬ 
ant and painful way, what you are and where 
you stand.
